After redaolng its prioe to one cent 
and pattini^ on new suhsoribers at the 
rato of 
per day*' for a week, or 300 
new names for th e, woek’t work* the 
^lladium announced that it printod 
1080 copies last Saturday and that 
this was 0 larger circulation than was 
onjoyod by any other paper in the city. 
'Although not supported by an affi­ 
davit or any other proof» there is no 
disposition on the^part of this paper to 
question the figures given out by its 
neighbor. Call it 1080 copies. At tho 
present time a large number of copies 
are being 'distriboted free about the 
county and other copies used by the 
small army of canvassers the Palhidium 
lias employed. To be liberal, suppose 
that only 200 copies are being given 
away and used by canvassers and that 
MX) new subscribers have bron added 
to the one cent list, what was the cir­ 
culation of the paper before the drop 
n price? Two hundred being given 
away and 300 new subscribers added 
make 500, and 500 copies subtracted 
rom the grand total edition of 1080 
eaves 680 circulation before the drop. 
The only wrong statement in the 
Palladium’s figures is that it has 
arger ciroulatlon than any other paper 
intbecitv» The writer of the state­ 
ment knew it was untrue when he 
wrote it and it was merely printed in 
the hope of deceiying. 


T h e E vening N ew s has furnished 
proof to show that its average cir­ 
culation in 1896 wss 1800 copies, and 
ever since there has been but a slight 
variation. When our weekly ediuon 
was started last January about 50 sub­ 
scribers changed from the daily to the 
weekly, and auHng the flrst six months 
of this year the average daily circular 
tion of the paMr was about 1,750. 
On May 11, last, ^ormand Thompson 
was placed in charge of the press room 
of the paper and he makes affidavit as 
follows:

Saturday afternoon Jerome Parks, a 
cash grocer of St. Joseph, filed a second 
chattel mortgage on his stock in favoi* 
of Kidd, Dater & Price, the wholesale 
grocers of this city, for $650. 
The 
Benton Harbor firm took immediate 
charsreof the stock. On August 30 
Parks gave the first mortgage on his 
stock to his son-in-law, Omer E. Coch­ 
ran, his former business partner. 


The failure has caused quite a sensa­ 
tion in business circles as Parks had 
almost unlimited credit and always 
paid his bills before they came due. 
He sold for cash and was supposed to 
do a large business. Lately he pur­ 
chased larger^rders than usual and it 
may be that carrying a »heavier stock 
made it impossible to meet his obliga­ 
tions in his usual prompt way.

Oompers -had said that Debs and 
Soverelcn are tryinc to disrupt trades 
unions.

Pittsburg, Sept. 0.—Expectations are 
high in'coal mining circles over theprob- 
able resumption of work in the mines 
throughout the >;ountry. In s|||icipation 
of a settlement at Colunvus next 
Wednesday another plan has been suc- 
cested by a representative of one of the 
larc«st operators which will be acUated 
immediately after the men return to 
work. It will be formulated and sub­ 
mitted to the joint convention of opera­ 
tors and miners which it is proposed to 
hold next December. In order to come 
to an understanding on all questions at 
Issue separate wage scales are to be 
formulated for each mine. The scale is 
to provide, for therate to be ¿aid for 
the entire year, and any special conces> 
sions that are to be made are to be 
agreed upon by the miners and the op­ 
erators and 80 specined in the scale. 


The scale is to be an adjunct to the 
uniformity agreement which is expected 
to be In force. The proposition will be 
made by the operators in the hope of 
putting all the safeguards possible 
against a probable strike. It is well 
known that there are no two mines in 
the entire district where the conditions 
are exactly alike. The uniformity agree­ 
ment covers the general points, but even 
with its existence some operators would 
be subjected to difncuUiea, while others 
would haVe special advantages. The 
scale is to cover all these points, the pri­ 
mary object being to avert differences, 
create a more, friendly feeling between 
ths emplowers' snd employes and re­ 
store perfect harmony throughout the 
district.

DIED IN HIS SLEEP.

SECOND-CLASS FIREMAN. 


Bx-Chiaf Crawford Doaorlbaa n No- 
Qood Firamnn. 


At the IntemaUonal firemen’s 
elatlon*Just held at New Haven, Conn., 
a paper was read from Ex-Chief John 
A. Crawford of this city. In the paper 
Mr. Crawford described a second-class 
fireman aa follows: 


**Now we wUI take the other, a man 
who is but second rate at anything ex­ 
cept in his own estimation. He tolns 
the fire department about the middle 
of April, and, when the street commis­ 
sioner comes around In June, says: '*1 
am a fireman; 1 don’t have to work on 
the road.” When the nigbt comes for 
the regular meeting of the company, 
he goes to the house about seven o’clock 
and finds two or three of the first class 
there, and says, ‘Is this all that are 
here yet?”—or finda no fire, goes away 
when he would have to wait but a few 
minutes, or it might take him five min­ 
utes by the watch to build tbo fire. He 
goes down town and spends the evening 
smoking poor cigars and telling more 
stories, and when next met by any of 
the first class firemen they ask him 
why he was not at the meeting, says: 
‘‘I was down there, but there was only 
two or three of the boys there, and i 
didn’t know whether they were going 
to have a meeting or not.” When the 
matter of an excursion comes up and 
does not go bis way, he will then look 
wise and sav: **You fellows will see 
how this will turn out. You need not 
look for any help from me.” When he 
hears the alarm he has to be told two 
or three times that there is a fire, and 
says, *‘l know It,” and starts out after 
every first class man is in his place, 
and has the apparatus on the road to 
the fire. He arrives Just as the first 
class get to work and star, ds and ooks 
on for a few moments, and hia foreman 
or captain sees him and calls Um to 
duty. He handles the hose as he would 
dynamite bombs, and about the time 
they are ready to pick up, asks the 
capiain to be excused, or gors off with­ 
out asking, because his feet are wet, 
and he was sick before he started and 
ought not to have come out, but did not 
want the boys Ui do all the work.” 
Here is the ex-chlef’s clear idea of a 
volunteer fireman: 


‘‘As an *‘etticient fireman in the vol­ 
unteer service” I consider the essen­ 
tial aualities of a good fireman brielly 
as follows: A vigorous constitution, a 
good feeder, full habits, with the cour­ 
age to attack the enemy in front, tem­ 
pered, however, with sufficient caution 
to avoid unnecessary risk of life and 
limb, and having enough discipline to 
render him, when in council and else­ 
where, affable to his equals, and defer­ 
ential and obedient to bis superiors in 
ofiice. A department made up ot these 
substantial materials, always throwing 
in a dude or two to stand as butts to re 
ceive the Jest and pleasantries, fill, in 
the opinions of your humble servant, 
the full measure of a first class fire de­ 
partment.”

All persons coming from 
that pla|>e or neighborhood are to be 
detained at a station established outside 
the city limits.

bacteriological tests made of the blood 
and matter vomited. Drs. Archlnard, of 
New Orleans, and Wasdlne, of Mobile, 
who Is also an expert mlcroscoplst. were 
alt day making the tests, reporting from 
time to time to President Olliphant. of 
the Louisiana board; Dr, Saunders^ of 
the Alabama, and Dr. Haralson, of the 
Mississippi boards. 
In the meantime 
Professor Mets, assisted by Chief Sani­ 
tary Inspector Woods and Superinten­ 
dent Will, collected a series of specimens 
of water—well and cistern: of the ba> 
oysters, and also made a number of 
photographs showing the existing con­ 
dition of the town's sanitary arrange­ 
ments and drainage.

The drainage of Ocean Springs emp­ 
ties directly Into the bay. and the rains 
wash a large quantity of foecal matter 
Into the water and upon the area in 
which the oysters consumed 
by the 
town people are temporarily bedded. It 
Is feared that the oysters absorb poison­ 
ous germs and communicate them to the 
persons eating them. Accounts vary 
among cltlsens of Ocean Springs. It is 
claimed and contradicted that the flrst 
cases of the fever were noticed among 
number of Cubans who were said to 
be engaged In attempts to flllbuster. 
TRiese Cubans recovered, but the fever 
spread. There are several cases at New 
Chicago, near there, An investigation 
will be made there today.
